Tho woolen clothing donned, the next 


garment is the diving dress, measuring 
for a man of average height 5 feet 5 
inches from tho collar to tho solo of tho 
foot. This dress is made of solid sheet 
iudia rubber, covered on both sides with 
tanned twill. It has a double collar, the 
inner ono to pull up round tho neck, 
and tho outer oue, of red iudia rubber, 
to go over the breastplate and form a 
water tight joiut. Tho cuffs also are of 
rod india rubber and fit tightly round 
tho wrists, making, when secured by 
tho vulcanized india rubber rings, wa- 
ter tight joints, at tho samo time leav- 
ing the diver's hands free. In tho outer 
collar 12 holes are bored for securing 
tbo breastplate. This is made of tinned 
copper. Tho outer edge is of brass and 
has 12 screws firmly fitted to it at in- 
tervals and projecting upward. These 
projections pass through tho correspond- 
ing holes in the outer collar of the dress. 


The band of tbo breastplate is in four 


sections, and the holes in the sections 
pass over tho protecting screws and are 
secured in place by wing nuts or thumb- 
screws. 
A little careful consideration 


will make it clear that the dress is hole 
in position by its rubber collar, with

'alked on the Philippines at 


the Men's Social 


There was a good-sized crowd.in at- 
endance at the Men's social at the 
econd Presbyterian 
church last 


igfat. The meeting was one of the 


moat interesting held this season. 


Judge J. W. Bannon was the prin- 
ipaLspeaker of the evening, talking 
n the advisability of annexing the 
'hilippines and other Spanish terri- 
ory. His talk was a practical one, 


the abstract which follows will 


how: 
Judge Bannon said: "I am aware 
hat in opposing the annexation of 
ur new possessions obtained through 
he'war with Spain, I am on the un- 
opular side of that question. 
The 


pirit of American pride and patriot- 
sra says that the United States flag 
must never come down after it has 


nee been planted. 
I am-not so sure 


hat that is always a wise policy. 
I 


would maintain the flag in the Phil- 
ppiaes until some arrangement had 
een made to dispose of the islands, 
hen I would take the a fig of our na- 
icn down and fold it away. We are 
acing grave issues at the present 
ime—on the verge of departing from 
i long-established policy, as defined in 
he Monroe doctrine. \ This nation 
las prospered and become strong be- 
ause of its peculiar situation and 
natural protection, and because we 
lave attended strictly to our own 
Dusiness, refusing to "meddle in the 
.flairs of other nations. To make the 
Philippines a part of our country 
means to go 11,000 miles from home 
o maintain a standing army of 50j- 
)00 men in those islands, beside a. 
>owerful navy to patrol their coasts. 
Vhat is there to compensate us for 
ill this? Many of those islands never 
aw a white man. They are utterly 
worthless. The people who live upon 
;hem are ignorant, immoral, unset- 
pled and engaged in everlasting in- 
urrection. They do not want to be 
annexed to this nation. They are 
aiming, by the assistance of Ger- 
many,to maintain their independence. 
They do not raise anything which we 
want. Hemp, tobacco and rice are 
iheir principal products." Their cat- 
ile do not amcunt 
to anything. 


Their horses are small and worthless. 
The inhabitants consist mostly of 
roving tribes, who do not hold in- 
dividual titles to the land, but when 
disturbed in one place will move 
to 


another. It is absurd to count upon 
any trade relations with them which 
will be to our advantage. They are 
altogether too far away, and in time 
of war with other nations it would be 
a tremendous task to send transports 
of troops, protected by battleships, 
clear across the Pacific. 


As to Cuba anr) Porto Rico, I 


o fear of the outcome. Porto 


Rico already is ours as an indemnity 
for the iwar. 
Cuba must be left TO 


decide its own fate, and it will unite 
with us of its own accord. But my 
dea of the Philippines is to put their 
1,400 islands up on a bargain counter 
such as our merchants have and sell 
ihcm ofl at any price to any country 
ihat will take them. We have 25,000 
[ndians living in our nation which we 
have 
never 
civilized. What will 


we do 
with 
10,000,000 
mongrel 


Filipinos?"
